1600 saloons out of Illinois—the seat 
of war in that part of the country. 
Without any brass band accompani- 
ment it carried victory In a score of 
Wisconsin cities and made almost a 
clean sweep of Michigan. 


In Langlade county the advance of 


the prohibition wave was manifested. 
Antlgo's "no license" vote of a year 
ago, 
which was 254, almost was 


doubled this year with 451 votes In- 
cluding victory in the First and Sec- 
ond wards. A like gain in course of 
the next year or two would mean no 
saloons for Antlgo, This may never 
happen but the local temperance lead* 
era claim It Is only a few years away. 


An If walking from along sleep men 


interested In the liquor business arc 
rubbing their eyes and wondering 
what has struck them. In a great 
many cities where the "big broom" 
didn't make a clean sweep, It raised 
enough dust to cause apprehension. 


Tho fact Is the many prohibition 


supporters are not necessarily tem- 
perance men. They are anti-saloon 
men. 
It is a question of saloons not 


of temperance. It is a question of 
law not of license. 


"I voted against the saloons today, 


not because I believe men should not 
drink, but because I believe the sa- 
loons should observe the law," said a 
business man on Tuesday. 


This explains the situation in Anti- 


go. The saloonmen wonder at the in* 
crease of In the opposition, but are 
blind to the very cause of it. Antigo 
lias a respectable lot of saloonkeepers. 
They are good citizens In a way, but 
are careless—perhaps unintentionally 
so. The reins have been placed in their 
liands and they are driving recklessly. 
If they hit a big bump In the road 
who is to blame'/

In an open letter to Cortelyou Mr. r 


Madden says:

"Although it may nob bo properly

called for in this open letter, I have 7: 
to say that It is my deliberate Judg-.'j\ 
ment that more law was violated, 
not only in its plain terms but in its 
spirit and purpose; that there was\;..j\ 
more wanton destruction of property, ~"l\ 
more unwarranted assumptlonof pow- 
; 


er, more meddling with private af- 
fairs, more Immorality and more 
falsehood, more wanton waste of gov- 
ernment funds—probably half a mil- 
lion—for an unlawful purpose, In tills 
Lewis case than ever before in the 
history of tho government. 
I say, 


also, that It is my belief that It is all, 
from first to last, chargeable to you,- ,,• 
and that you ought to have been 1m- -•! 
peached for incompctency or mal- 
practice, or both." 


Throughout the book tho prosecu- 


tion of Lewis and his St. Louis Insti- 
tution is likened to the Dreyfus case 
and the author intimates that the 
government agents were acting In be- 
half of tho express companies In at- 
tempting to suppress Lewis' mall or- 
der bank and the publications through 
which ho advertised them. • 


"The public must yet know," 


writes Madden, "what Is under cover 
and behind tho closed doors In tho 
Lewis case—what Is back of all this 
questionable work. 
When It docs,' 


perhaps w.o Khali see—as Lewis alleges 
—thu line Italian hand of the express 
companies, working through pliable 
or corrupt olllclals, or a community of 
intermits, or tho 'system' Industrious-, 
ly killing otT, by this means, threat- 
ening competition." 


"If there be no statute to punish 


such a deed us tho securing of tills 
indictment was, our laws are defec- 
tive. No mini who took part In that 
ou.trage, 1'ostmaster General, post- 
master, Inspector or district attorney, 
whatever he be, but should, If Jus- 
tice were meted out to him, bo doing 
time In sonic penitentiary;at least ho 
should he Impeached and not a mo- 
ment longer permitted to hold olllce- 
In the name of the American people. 


Tho history recites that a fraud or- 


der was Issued by the postal depart- 
ment against L»wls' *2,500,000 bank, 
and that, notwithstanding this blow, 
117,000 depositors were paid In full and 


stockholders paid 87 per cent. 


Then action to withhold Lewis maga- 
zines from the malls was demanded 
on the ground that Lewis had been 
sending out more than tho number of 
copies limited to thu 1-cont-a-pound 
rate. Madden avers that he found 
that tho postal regulations wero nob 
violated. He so reported to the Post- 
master General. In his letter to Cor- 
telyou Madden Included in an order 
to be sent to Postmaster Wyman at 
St. Louis. This order, ho charges, 
Postmaster General Cortolyou hold 
up. Another Investigation was or- 
dered and from this tlmo forth Mad- 
den turned all communications over 
to Cortelyou, refusing to act on them 
ilmself. Eventually, the St. Louis 
postmaster held up 300,000 copies of 
Lewis' magazine. Lewis protested. '•'-' 


Cortelyou asked Madden why ho did , 


not act. Madden said tho law was . 
not violated and the St. Louts post- • 
master was mistaken. Another hear- 
ing was ordered, and a commission 
appointed by Madden to count tho 
subscription list In Lewis' establish- 
ment. It reported that Lewis was 
nob violating the postal regulations. 
Upon this report Madden wrote a de- 
cision favoring Lewis and .entering 
an order, which he first submitted to 
thu Postmaster General. 
In the 


meantime tho government had issued 
pamphlets for publication relating to 
the Lewis case. These publications, 
Madden avers, authorized by Cortel- 
you, were a wilful violation of. tho< 
law. 


Of his decision, sent to Mr. Cortel- 


you Feb. 7, 1007, Madden writes that 
on Feb. 11, the fourth day after tho '•'• 
decision, ho was summoned to Mr. 
Cortclyou's office, and that he found.. 
tho Postmaster General "in a state of ; 
suppressed rage." A wordy war fol- 
lowed, In which his resignation was 
requested. 


"When you write your resignation" 


Madden reports Mr. Cortelyou to have . 
said, "do not lot It show tho fact that. 
It was asked fo.r,.' 
' " 


U12liit!i Minplr. With your wish,". 


was his reply, ho says. 
Two days 


later ho received a long letter from 
Mr. Cortelyou asking. Madden, aver-,. 
that tho Lewis case bo rOconsldci'Ci- 
Madden did not obey, and in a long 
letter to Mr. Cortelyou, dated March 
L', 1007( Madden says lie "practically 
told the Postmaster General that the 
dishonest act lie wanted performed 
must be done, If at all, by himself." 


On March 4, Madden refusing to act, ; 


the Postmaster General himself sus- 
tained the position of his inspectors,.:" 
and Lewis' magazines were assessed a .- 
prohibitive rate of postage, which • 
forced them from tho malls. 
Last ; 


year they were restored to the mails 
by the new third assistant postmaster • 
general. Lewis was tried onco on the ' 
fraud charge, but the Jury disagreed, 
and no new trial has been held. Of 
Mr. Cortelyou's action in reversing • 
the decision of'Madden the latter'; 
says: 
"Wo should not mince words in this ' 
matter. This action of the Postmast- 
er General was a deliberate,. official ; • 
fraud. Its effect was not only to fur-o- 
nlsh evidence to support the false In- ' • 
dictment, bub it would confiscate-',
